HARRISON AND CABINET PRESENT 


Friends Pay. Their Last Tri- 
bute of Respect. 


The Body Placed on the Oars 
En Boute to Emporia, Es. 


Death of Senator Piumb. 
By Associated Presa, | 

Wasuinweton, Dec. 21. — United 
States Senator Preston B. Plumb died 
last night from apoplexy, the result of 
overwork. To-day the United States 
Senate, House of Representatives, the 
executive and judiciary departments 
of the Government, representatives of 
foreign powers and many friends 
among the Washington public paid 
the last tribute of affection and respect 
to the memory of the deceased Sen- 
ator. Early thas morning the body 
was placed in a handsome, cloth-cov- 
ered casket of cedar, on the lid of 
which was a plain silver plate bearing 
the following inscription: ‘‘Preston B. 
Plumb, born October 12, 1837, died 
December 20, 1891.” 

During the ight the only watchers 
at the residence of the deceased were 
the detail of messengers from the Car- 
itol and his private secretary. This 


inorning there were few callers at the | 


house, mostly Senate employes. 

At 10 o’clock the casket was borve 
from the house to the hearse by eight 
Capitol police. Immediately after the 
small funeral cortege, consisting of 
the hearse and a single carriage, ar- 
rived at the Capitol, the casket was 
was placed near the President’s chair 
in the Ssnate chamber on a black cata- 
falque, and all persons were requested 
tv retire. : 

When the Senate met at noon the 
chamber was partly arranged for the 
funeral obsequies. The desk and 
chair of the deceased Senator were 
heavily draped. The galleries were 
crowded with spectators, except the 
diplomatic and Vice-President gal- 
leries, which were reserved. In the 
opening prayer the chaplain refered in 
a feeling manner to the death of Sen- 
ator Plamb. On motion of Mander- 
son the reading of the journal was dis- 
peased with. 


Peffer then rose to make a formal 
announcément of Plamb’s death and 
offer resolution§: He said: “Mr. 
President, I esteem myself peculiarly 
unfortimate, in that before I have 
been a member of this body long 
enough to become familiar with even 
the dimensions of the chamber io 
which we sit, I am called Upon to an- 
nouuce the death of my distinguished 
colleague, upon whose wonderful re- 
sources I expected largely to rely.” 

Peffet eulogized his late colleague 
eloquently and concluded by offering 
the following resolutions: 


Resolved, That the sudden ‘death 
of Preston B. Plamb has cansed pro- 
found sorrow and deep regret to his 
associates in the Senate. 


Resolved, That a committee of five 
Senators be appointed by the Vice 
President to take charge with a com- 
mittee from the House of Representa- 
tives and superintend the funeral of 
the late Senator Plumb; and as a 
mark of respect for his memory, that 
his body be removed from the Capi- 
tol to the State of Kansas in charge of 
the Sergeant-at-Arms, attended by 
said committee, which shall have full! 
power to carry this resolution into ef- 
fect. 


Resolved, That the Senate will at 
12:30 to-day attend in its chamber the 
exercises incident to his funeral, and 
tuat these resolations be commoani- 
cated to the House of Representatives. 

The resolutions were agreed to 
unanimously, and the Vice-President 
announced ad a committee on the part 
of the Senate, Peffer, Dolph, Paddock, 
Ransom and ‘Palmer. The Senate 
then took a recess. 

Atl pv. «. the Senate was called to 
order. During the half hour’s recess 
the work of preparing the chambei for 
the funera] ceremonies had been com- 
pleted. A fow of arm chairs was 
placed in the area in front of the 
clerk’s desk, abd the western side of 
the chamber was set apart for occa- 
pancy by members of the House of

General Schofield and Commodore 
Rameey preceded the President and 
Cabinet and had taken the two end 
chairs on the same row. The House 
committee consisted of Funston and 
Broderick of Kacsas, Cate and Peet 
of Arkansas, Youmans of Michigan, 
Post of Illinois and Coggeswell of 
Massachasetts. The floral offerings 
were numerous. , 

At 1:45 o’clock the funeral com- 

mittee of the two houses, escorting the 
body of the dead Senator, appeared at 
the main entrance, and while all in 
the chamber stood up the procession 
moved up the aisle, the chaplain re- 
citing the opening sentence of the 
faneral service. TheehaplAin finished 
reading the funeral services and ap- 
propriate seleciions from the acrip- 
tures, and closed with a prayer. 
The body of the deceased Senator 
was then borne out to be taken to the 
railway atation, and the Senate ad- 
journed till to-morrow. Following 
the remains came the Senators and 
Representatives, who formed by twos, 
with Vice-President Murton at the 
bead, and accompanied the body on 
foot to the station. The President 
and his Cabinet and other distin- 
guished persons were ushered to their 
Cafriages and joined the processidn. 
The body was p'aced in a car and that 
and another car for the special use of 
the Congregsional committee were at- 
tached to the train which left the city 
at 2:25.

NAVAL FLAG SIGNALS. 


What Tales of Distress and Ke- 
jJeoiciag Caan Be Teid with Them. 


The black flag is the symbol of pi- 
racy. 

A pilot flag is the jack, bordered 
with red, hoisted at tbe fore. 

, The red flag is a mark of danger, 
and shows a yessel to be receiving or 
discharging powder. 

A flag at half-mast means thata 


down is a signal of distress. 

A flag of truce is a white flug dis- 
played to an enemy to indicate a de- 
sire for a parley or consultation. 

The yellow flag belongs to the quar- 
antine service, and when displayed is 
a sign of contagious disease. 

A convoy flag is white, triangular 
in shape, bordered with red, and is 
worn by men-of-war when convoying 
merchant vessels. 

A church pennant is a white pen- 
nant, without swallow tails. charged 
with a blue Latin cross, hoisted at the 
peak, during divine service, over the 
ensign. 

A compass flag is a square flag di- 
vided into four squares or cantons— 
blue, yellow, white, red—hoisted over 
the numeral flags of the signal code 
representing the points of the com-

A dispatch flag is a white, square 
flag with five blue crosses generally 
known as the five of clubs; hoisted 
forward denotes important and urgent 
special service which must not be in- 
terfered with by any officer junior to 
the one by whom it was dispatched. 
The cornet is a square fag divided 
into four equal parts of alternate red 
and white, and when hoisted any- 
where without other flags is a peremp- 
tory order for all absent boats and 
officers to rethirn on board without 
delay. It is alsoa signal for railing, 
and has long been used in the navy 
for that purpose.

AFRICAN SAVAGES. 


A Tribe That Vanquished One Thousand 
White Mea. 

Only a few weeks ago came the news 
of a terrible disaster to the expedition 
which Capt. von Lex wski recently led 
into the interior of German east Africa. 
He had with him about one thousand 
men. When about two hundred 
fifty miles in the interior, in the coun- 
try of the Wahehe, he was attacked by 
that savage tribe. He and nine of his 
white officers were killed or are miss- 
ing. Only two of his officers escaped 
to the coast. The Germans fell imto an 
ambush and were attacked by over- 
whelming numbers. Many members 
of the expedition were taken captive, 
amd it is believed that at least three 
hundred of them were killed, while 
about three hundred returned to the 
A battle so costly in loss of 
men has never before been fought be- 
tween the Whites and natives of equa- 
torial Africa. 

It may be interesting, says the Chica- 
go Tribune, to know something of the 
natives who have inflicted such a ter- 
rible reverse upon the whites. The 
plateau country of Uhehe begins about 
three hundred miles southwest of Bag- 
amoye and about one hundred and_fifty 
miles northeast of Lake Nyassa. Along 
the upper waters of the Rufiji river, 
whith is here known as the Ruaha, the 
country is surrounded by mountains, 
through which it is difficult to march. 
Abont all we know of the Uhehe is de- 
rived from the writings of Joseph 
Thompson, who was the first white 
man to pass through this country. He 
made liis journey in 1879, though Bar- 
ton nearly twenty years before passed 
through a corner of the country and 
farmed a very unfavorable opinion of 
the natives. Thompson gave a more 
flattering account of the Wahehe. 

He said they are rather a good-look- 
ing lot of negroes, light in color, with 
fine muscular figures. Their arms at 
that time consisted of assegais, a stab- 
bing spear and a weapon that 
was between a billhook and an ax. 
It is said, however, that they have 
since obtained good firearms from the 
Portuguese, and this js the reason, 
doubtless, they were able so over- 
whelmingly to defeat the German ex- 
pedition. They are a pastoral race, de- 
pend largely on their cattle for food, 
and the men never condescend to work 
in the fields. Thompson said not a 
single article was stolen from him 
though the natives did not receive him 
and he 
had difficulty in buying food from 
them 

It issaid that Germany will start an 
expedition at once to punish these war- 
like natives. Itis a curious fact that 
the events of this year seem to demon- 
strate that small and comparatively 
weak parti@s of travelers get along in 
inner Africa more safely than large and 
finely-armed bodies. The big expedi- 
tions of Germany in both west and east 
Africa, and of the French under 
Crampel, north of the Congo, have been 
terribly defeated and the bloody record 
of the last twelve months has never be- 
fore been equaled in the history of Af-

HOW WOMEN SHOULD TRAVEL. 


Leave Your Uusbands and Brothers at 
Home and Go in Couplea. 

The subject of traveling in France or 
Switzerland or other continental coun- 
tries is entertainingly discussed by Mrs. 
Fenwick-Miller in one of the London 
periodicals. Beginning with the asser- 
tion that two women may travel alone 
unattended, she says that everybody 
is most kind to English ladies who are 
thus journeying, and adds: “I cannot 
imagine that there should be any diffi- 
culiy in the path of women of ordinary 
self-possession and common sense in 
traveling alone, provided they can 
speak a little French, and I counsel any 
of my readers who have been waiting 
and wishing for years that some broth- 
er or cousin would tonvoy them to 
throw away fears and plunge forth 
alone—that is to say, in that dual com- 
pany, which, as the adage tells us, is 
perfection. On such a journey very 
little luggage ic essential. Big boxes 
are endless worry. A small leather 
trunk or large portmanteau suffices. 
It should be big enough to hold a cotton 
dress, with an extra blouse or two, Say 
one thin amd one warmer, and a dressy 
bodice for table d’hote, two complete 
changes of linen (which is enough for a 
long journey, as it can always be 
washed at short notice at the hotels), 
handkerchiefs, collars, writing mate- 
rials, toilet articles, an extra pair of 
walking shoes, slippers and dressing 
gown, and afew favorite medicines. A 
waterproof, a warm mantle and a little 
shawl can be carried ina strap. Then, 
if a useful tweed or cloth traveling 
dress, a light cloak or jacket, and a 
straw hat or serviceable bonnet be 
worn, the traveler will find herself 
amply provided. 

“Management is another important 
point. Either the tour should be com- 
pletely planned out before starting, 
with the aid of a guide-book, and rigid- 
ly adhered to; or, what is better, one 
person should be allowed to order the 
day’s doings from day to, day. Discus- 
sions and councils are apt to waste time 
and end in dissensions. The person 
who takes the management, however, 
must be unselfish and anxious for her 
comrade’s satisfaction and pleasure; 
and the other must cultivate a sweet 
and calm temper, paying for her free- 
dom from responsibility and care by 
patience when any little thing goes 
wrong, and by pliability of will for the 
time being. Given these conditions of 
mind—common sense and energy in the 
one and graciousness in the other, with 
affectionate kindness in both—I am con- 
vinced that a journey of two friends of 
the same sex is likely to be a more com- 
plete success than that of husband and 
wife, or brother and sister. The phys- 
ical powers and the mental tastes are 
more likely to be similar in the former 
ease. Your husband is bored tospeech- 
lessness if you take him for a day’s 
shop-gazing in Paris or ask him to 
spend a few hours in the fascinating 
ataliers of Redfern or Worth. On the 
other hand, youare reduced to misery 
in Switzerland by what he considers an 
insignificant and whelly delightful 
day’s walking. Your woman friend is 
at one with you under both circum- 
stances. How often, when we have felt 
perfectly happy ana satistied with our 
selves and our doings, we have seen and 
pitied the bored husband or exhausted 
wife!
